Juan Creek in San Benito County. The findings of this investigation
are summarized in the document entitled "Preliminary Investigation
Pursuant to Petition for Adjudication, San Juan Creek Watershed in
San Benito County."” |
) 3. The Board has reviewed the subject report and finds
the following:
a. San Juan Creek drains a watershed of about 1l square

miles in San Benito County. It flows into Pajaro River, thence to

the Pacific Ocean.

f. Facts and conditions in the San Juan Creek watershed
are such that the public interest and necéssity will not be served by
a determination of the water rights. Denial of this petition without
prejudice does not prohibit the petitioners from filing a future peti-
tion when conditions become such that the pubiic interest and necessity
would be served by approval of any such petition.
